Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claim language for independent claims 8 and 12 Inter alia "accessed from the optica! disc by a 
reproducing device employing the first and second ECC data structures of the physical data cluster to correct errors encountered in 
accessing data from the disc " raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. 

As per claims 10 and 19 Kim teaches an optical disc having a data format, comprising: a first ECC data structure including at least a 
user data and control information disposed in a first ECC block (coL6 lines 1-9); and a second ECC data structure including at least an 
ID information of a physical sector disposed in a second ECC block(col.6 lines 1-9); wherein the first and the second blocks are 
expressed on the disc in a same physical data cluster (col. 6 lines 19-39). Oeda teaches wherein the first and second ECC blocks are 
coded independently for error correction (col. 7 lines 55-67; col. 8 lines 1-9). 
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
